Washington, March 7—(.*)— 
The Hoover commission today re- 
commended handing all the gov- 
ernment's controls over the na- 
tion's transportation — railroads, 
highways, planes and ships—to the 
Commerce department. 
In perhaps the most sweeping 
remodeling plan of the 10 it has 
thus far sent to Congress, the 
commission urged moving into 
that one department all or part of 
eight other government agencies— 
including the Coast Guard and the 
business activities of the Maritime 
Commission. 
It would center on one official 
the responsibility for planning the 
peacetime growth and the wartime 
mobilization of the country's tran- 
sportation. 
That broad authority would strip 
executive powers from several ma- 
jor agencies, but would affect only 
indirectly their power to grant 
routes and fix rates. 
However, the commission said, 
under the new setup a proposed 
airline would be weighed not only 
against other airlines but against 
truck, railroad and shipping lines 
with which it might compete. 
The report was sprinkled with 
dissents. 
But Hoover, who was 
secretary of commerce under Pres- 
idents Harding and Coolidge, was 
on the majority side in all the re- 
commendations.

One independent agency, the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee on Ae- 
ronautics, with nearly 7,000 work- 
ers, to be absorbed bodily.

Commission—all truck and bus 
•afety operations and a number of 
railroad functions, including1 safety 
measures, the making of railroad 
merger plans, and "car service."

Board—The duties of issuing and 
enforcing air safety rules.

I n d u s t r i a l 
Areas Show 
Business Gain 


State College—General business 
in leading industrial 
areas of 


Pennsylvania during January was 
at a new high for the month, the 
Bureau of Business Research at 
the Pennsylvania State College re- 
ported today. The gain \vas 4 
per cent over a year ago and 1 
per cent over December. 
Living costs fell for the fourth 
consecutive month and were up 
only 1 per cent from January, 
1948, while retail food costs show- 
ed a 3 per cent decline from a 
year ago. 
The Bureau also reported that 


new January records were estab- 
lished for bank debits, postal re- 
ceipts, factory payrolls and tele- 
phones and that both average and 
nouiiy earnings and weekly earn- 
ings of factory employees reach- 
ed new peaks. 


On the unfavorable side of the 
picture, both factory employment 
and employed hours were the low- 
est for the month since 1946, the 
weakness being most pronounced 
m the nondurable goods industries. 
Life insurance sales also were the 
smallest since 1946. 
Tear-to-year losses were report- 
ed for new car and truck sales, 
partly because of model change- 
overs, and- for building contracts 
and street railway revenue pas- 
sengers. Building contracts allow- 
ed the first year-to-year loss m 
19 months. Retail sales, which 
benefited m January from heavy 
sales promotions, started to slide 
the" latter part of the month and 
steady year-to-year losses were re- 
ported in February. 
The Bureau pointed out that al- 
most all forecasts for 1949 are 
now predicting some decline in 
business for the year, although 
none are predicting a depression. 
General business in the Oil City- 
Bradford-Warren industrial area 
during January was below that of 
a year ago, but was otherwise the 
highest on record. Based on bank 
debits, factory payrolls ano>mdus- 
tnal power sales, and using 1935- 
1939-as 100, the index of general 
business stood at 241, a decline of 
2% from a year ago. From De- 
cember to January business fell 
2% after seasonal adjustment.

Filibuster on Debate Curbs 
Will Hasten End of Talkathons

WASHINGTON— (NEA)— A good, -old-fashioned, knock-down, drag- 


out, all-out filibuster against changing Senate rules on iimitatior 


of debate Is the finest thing that could happen at this time. The 
reason is that an unlimited debate on this proposed- rule change now 
will show the country how utterly stupid this form of legislative 
sabotage really is. 


From 1806 until just before World War I, there was no lirrJtattoi 


on Senate debate. Then early in March, 1917, a filibuster defeated i 
bill to arm U. S. merchant ships. That showed what a vicious 
anachronism the filibuster really was. So. after war was declared ir, 
April, 1917, Senate Rule 22 was passed. It authorized the closing o:' 
debate, or "cloture," on any biU, whenever approved by a two-thirds 
majority of the Senate. 


In 1922 and again in 1948, however, presiding officers of the Senate 


decided that Rule 22 permitted limitation of debate only on "measures" 
— not on mera "motions" or other matters before the Senate. 


Taking advantage of this situation, Southern Democrats last August 


were aole to filibuster to death a motion to bring up President 
Truman's Civil Rights Program— anti-poll tax bill, anti-lynch law 
and so on. Republicans were in control of the Congress then. 
TPHE Republicans of course lost control of the Senate in the 1S4S 


elections. But the victorious Northern Democrats, of whom there 


are 33, are just as anxious as the 42 Republicans to have this limitation 
on debate on all matters. So what you have is this majority of 75 
bucking the minority of 21 Southern Democrats who want to preserve 
the right to unlimited debate on motions, via the filibuster. 


The bipartisan Senate Resolution 15 introduced by Carl Hayden 


(D., Ariz.) and Kenneth S. Wherry (R-, Neb.) would make this 
limitation of debate possible by five simple steps: 


1. Sixteen senators would first have to sign a motion to bring to a 
close any debate on any subject whatsoever. 


2. This motion would have to be voted on an hour after the Senate 


convened on the second day after the motion was filed. 
,Sj,£f two-thirds of the senators present voted in favor of limitation 


o* da-ate on any matter, it would become ihe unfinished business 
before the Senate and would have to be acted on. 


4. After this vote, no senator would be permitted to speak for more 


than one hour on the subject, and no amendment could be considered 
if it had not been, previously, introduced. 


5. No delaying action would be in order and the presiding officer 


of the Senate (Vice President Barkley) would have full power to 
decide what was in order and what was out of ordert without debate. 


defense of the 21 senators who oppose this rule is that the 


filibuster is a protection for minority rights in a democracy. The 
Senate, it is claimed,- is the last legislative Body in the world where 
the right of unlimited debate remains. They think it ought to stay 
that way. 


The question arises, however, whether any organization or any 


business can succeed if it can be hamstrung by one dissenting ob- 
structionist or a minority of holdouts for special privilege. 


A vast legislative program has been presented to Congress by the 


President. Not the least of the pending measures is reorganization 
of the federal government itself, put this general overhauling of the 
executive branch of the government is meaningless if the legislative 
arm o. government is to be hog-tied by antiquated procedures. 


j.nat is why a filibuster against the proposal to end filibusters is a 


good thing at this time. The longer it lasts, the more impatient the 
voters back r.ome should become. If these voters react in no uncertain 
terms to express their opposition to the filibuster and then- support 
for limitation of debate, maybe the flannel-mouthed filibustered can 
be silenced forever.

Fl Hybrid Flowers Now 
Winning Garden Awards 


Here's a new term lor th* ama- 
teur gardener to learn. If he would 
be up-to-date in his hobby. It'« "Fl 
hybrid," and it the plant breeder's 
prophecies come true, it will coon 
be as common in gardening con- 
versation as D.D.T. and 2.4D are 
' now. 


It means "first generation hy- 
brid," and has become important 
because of the growing number ol 
Fl hybrid varieties of both vege- 
tables and flowers which are being 
offered by seedsmen. Petunia Sil- 
ver Medal, top awsrd winner in the 
All America trials for 1949, is an 
Fl hybrid. So is Petunia Pink Sen- 
sation, last year's bronze medal 
winner. All hybrid corn varieties 
grown in this country are Fl hy- 
brids, and there ere tomatoes, cu- 
cumbers, squash and egg clant va- 
rieties of this class. 


To produce an Fl hybrid you take 


tv;o parents, each having merits 
which you wish to combine. The 
parents must belong to well-fixed 
strains, pure bred, and in the case 
of plants, inbred. When two such 
parents are crossed, the first gen- 
eration seed will produce a crop 
which is uniform, combining the 
qualities of both parents, and en- 
dowed with a mystic quality called 
"hybrid vigor," which makes it 
grow faster, stronger, larger and 
yield more vigorously than others. 


But beware of sowing the seed 


borne by an Fl hybrid plant, that 
is unless you are an experimenter, 
seeking something new. The sec- 
ond generation will b* as badly 
mixed as the first was uniform. In 
size, shape and color. Breeders 
look for new varieties In the F2 
hybrids, but they v.'iU usually be 
a disappointment to others. 


The originator of an Fl hybrid 
which proves to be popular, has a 
monopoly of the seed production, 
since it requires the inbred parent 
•trains which he developed, and 
which others cannot duplicate. But 
there is nothing to prevent other 
breeders from developing their own 
parent*, and breeding their own 
Fl hybrids, which may win popu- 
lar favor. 


That Is what has taken place 


Girl hand-pollinating plant to pro- 
dace seed of Petunia Silver Medal. 
with breeders of hybrid corn, and 
may be expected to develop with 
Fl hybrid flowers, and vegetables, 
much to the profit of gardeners Li 
general. 


Breeding an Fl flower is costly 
business. In the illustration, the 
girl Is seated before a petunia plant 
of an Inbred variety chosen, to be 
the seed bearing parent of Petunia 
Silver Medal. Every flower on this 
plant has had its petals trimmed, 
and the pollen-bearing orgsns re- 
moved, so it cannot self-fertilize. 
In the girl's hand ia a flower from 
the pollen parent, pulled off the row 
behind her. 
With a small paint 


brush she takes pollen from th;5 
flogrer, then transfers it to the stig- 
ma of a seed bearing flower on the 
plant before her. This operation 
must be repeated thousands of 
times, to produce a seed crop of a 
true Fl hybrid. At post-war wages, 
it makes an expensive crop. 
'

ha\e a plunging neckline too. 


What worries business men Just 


now is how far the lines on their 
sales charts can plunge without 
turning an earning into deficit. 
The precise point is known as the 
break-even point—the place where 
operating- costs and sales exactly 
balance. 
More sales 
and 
you 


have a profit, less sales and you 
take a loss. 


More and more business men are 


going to be worrying about that 
poirt on their charts this year. 


The National City bank of New 


York has been looking into this 
interesting question of the plung-- 
mg lines, and comes up with a 
chart of its own. 


Strangely enough, although the 


chart is based on the record pro- 
fit year of 1948, it shows that 185 
Manufacturing 
corporations , or 


about one in every five of the 1,- 
C3o the bank looked into, had 
lower sales in 1948 than in 1947. 
In most cases the earnings dropped 
much further than did sales. 


Results vary, depending on the 


company's ability to readjust costs 


promptly and write down Inven- 
ventories, but by averagir^: up the 
results of all concerned, *ie bank 
disscovered: 


That 97 companies reporting a 


drop of 10 per cent or less in sales 
had an average decline in earnings 
of 28 per cent. The 45 companies 
with sales falling between 11 and 


j 20 per cent behind the previous 
I year had earnings cut 
49 
per 


j cent. Sales decreases of 21 to SO 
per cent meant average earnings 
drop of 79 per cent for 26 corn- 
' panics.
